Heretofore the railroads operatiug 


in Wisconsin Imvo been very liberal 
ill carrying children free ol charge, 
much more so that) the western roads. 
This action ou the part of tlio roads 
perhaps has' not been wholly phil- 
anthropic ; the managements have no 
doubt recognized the lact that unless 
young children could be carried free 
many parents of limited means who 
would like to visit friends or to oc- 
casionally travel for pleasure would 
be obliged to remain at home, aud 
thns thu railroads would be deprived 
of the revenue that would be paid by 
this class of adults if the children 
were not carried free. 
It appears, 


however, that under the new law this 
will be changed. 
In tho future par- 


ents who have children upwards of 
five years old will be'obliged .to 
ehooso one of the three propositions: 
1. Kemaiii at lionie. 
2. Leave tlie 


children at home. .3. Pay half fare 
for all between the ages of 5 and 12 
yonis.'and full faro for all. over the 
later age. 
Some of tho roads oj-eiat- 


itig in this state have issued a circu- 
lar to their agents and conductors cov- 
ering this matter. 
The circular, af- 


ter explaining the provisions cf the 
new law in this respect, says: 
"it is therefore necessary that the 


regulations 
regarding 
children's 


tickets and fares be strictly observed, 
to avoid violation of the law and con- 
sequently penalty. 
If, for example, 


a cliil'd of fivo and under twelve .is 
carried free -without-the--collection of 
half fare, or if a person twelve years 
of age or over.is carried 
on a half 


fare it is a deviation from published 
legal tariff regulations aud a discrim- 
ination' iu favor of that person by law 
and is punishable by fine. 


'"Agents will be particular to see 


that proper; tickets are purchased for 
the passage of children and on failnre 
to present proper tickets {or passagH 
on the .train the conductors will col- 
lect proper-fare in accord .with this 
circular, failure of conductors _to 
enforce these rales will make conduc- 
tors ; personally liable to penatalty 
nnder the.law."

WRECKAGE STREWS 
WATERS 


Fifty Ships of All Kinds Are Known 


to Have Been Out When the Blow

Have Gone to the .Bottom. 


Duiutli, Minn., liispatch: The stories 


of shipwreck and losa of life that are 
beginning to come to shore prove that 
the gale which swept over Lake Su- 
perior Sunday and Sunday night was 
the most destructive to life'and ship- 
ping in years. 


The schooner Pretoria, with five of 


Its crow of ten men, was lost, and the 
schooner Olive Jeannettc is believed 
to have gone to the bottom. 


Fifty 
shlpa—steamers, 
schooners 


and barges—are known to have been 
out on the lake during the gale. Many 
of these have not been reported, but 
all vessels arriving at Lake Superior 
ports report passing large quantities 
of wreckage of ail kinds. 


From eighteen to twenty-two lives 


are believed to have been lost and 
tho properly loss will reach nearly 
half a million dollars.

When the vessel finally struuck a 


great hole was torn In the bow; and 
only half an hour after'the wreck the 
pounding of the waves had hammered 
tho ship in two.

When the shock came the captain 


found that there was no chance for all 
to try to reach shore, and.called for 
volunteers to stay on the.ship. Moro 
than half of the crew volunteered to 
stay aboard, while the' rest tried to 
reach shore and tall for help for those 
who wero to remain on the wreck. 
Finally the captain, the two mates, 
and four others^sailors who were. 
under no obligation to stand by a sink- 
ing &hip—were selected to risk their 
lives for the safety of the rest. -

AUTO MEANT FOR FARM WORK. 


New Type Recently Put on the Market 


in Scotland. 


A "new and special type oE automo- 


bile has recently been put on the mar- 
ket in Scotland which is designed es- 
pecially for farm work, and which is 
not only suitable for. plowing, but may 
be equipped as a cultivator or reaper. 
It will prepare the ground and sow the 
seed-at one operation, and. can be op- 
erated at a better speed than a borse. 
Thus when plowing it can cover from 
six to/seven acres a day, and .goes 
over.the fleld so as to.leave it In final, 
shape for cultivation.

use in the field, the motor can be used 
to drive all farming machinery,-and

and rubles. He employs for tills pur- 
pose the electric furnace, which .has 
been so Improved that a degree of 
leat can bo produced, approaching the 
extreme temperatures, which were un- 
doubtedly a factor in the formation of 
minerals and gems In the interior of 
ho earth.

ELM LEAF BEETLE. 


An inquiry comes from Decorah, 


Iowa: "Our White Elms are infested 
with a sma'.l worm half an inch long 
tliat in a short time eats all the leaves. 
What shall we do 
to protect our 


trees?"— O. S. W. 
The insect is without doubt the elm 


leaf beetle which has been repeated- 
ly doing much damage to our nice 
elms in Hie cities and parks. 
Tho 


best remedy Is spraying the foliage 
with Paris green. in water (one pound 
to 200 gallons). The best time to do 
the work is .in the spring when the 
beetles are hatching and commencing 
to feed. If the trees are very 'large 
a good spray pump and a long string 
of rubber hose will be needed. 
The 


hose can be carried with the aid of 
a ladder to the top of the tree so that 
tho foliage can be reached with the 
spray. This Is tho only treatment that 
has been tried that lias given perfect 
satisfaction. 
The following precaution can be ta- 


ken so as to lessen the number of 
beetles the coming year: 
About the 


first of August tho larvae descends the 
trunks of the trees, so as to go through 
their transformation. 
They can be 


found in large numbers about the base 
of the tree around the pavement and 
aidewalks adjacent. They are an or-' 
ange color and about tho -size of a 
grain of wheat. 
By taking hot soap 


suds or tobacco water and sprinkling 
the ground and tree a large per cent 
of the pupae may be destroyed. 


A specimen of raspberry cane comes 


to our desk with the. Inquiry, what is 
tho matter with it? 
It has nothing 


wrong with it, with the exception that 
anthracnose has been working on the 
plantation. 
This is one oC the dis-. 


eases that are ever present and like 
all other fungous diseases the only 
way to do Is to use judgment and 
combat the trouble as circumstances 
will permit. We have kept it in check 
for several years, on our place by cut- 
ting out the old bearing wood, as low 
down as possible, and as soon as the 
fruit Is removed, taking the old canes 
from the patch and' burning them up. 
If you allow them to stay in the rows 
until next spring, the spores will be 
transmitted to the new growing canes. 
1C this work is done annually and caro 
taken, you can hold this very trouble- 
some disease in check. 


PICKING AND MARKETING 


APPLES. 


It is now time for tlie orchardist 


who will have apples to market to be 
getting into readiness ladders of dif- 
ferent lengths, baskets for gathering, 
and everything needed, so as to com- 
mence their fall and winter crop. A 
great many people use bushel .baskets 
to gather their apples, but we have 
used 
for many, years 
a two-bushel 


sack. We Insert a small hoop in the 
mouth of the sack and then by tying 
about six to ten 'inches' of stout rope 
at oiie end of the mouth of the sack, 
and the other at'. one of the bottom 
corners. 'make it so that the picker 
can place the same over his shoul- 
ders. By this process we" have found 
that apples can be picked with less 
bruises and much more handily than 
in a basket, for a person can in this 
way easily handle a half bushel to 
three pecks at once without emptying 
and by care In picking the same can 
be emptied directly into either barrels 
or boxes! Of course we are aware 
there are different systems In vogue 
in this country. But we .believe .that 
an apple should be handled as little 
as "possible, from the time that.it Is 
removed/from 
the :twig until jt la- 


packed ready for shipment. 
— 


This is the last call for those who 


would plant tulips, and have a first- 
class show' oC flojvers in the early 
spring 
In order to get the best effect 
we would earnestly' advise that not too 
many kinds be planted, but rather that 
a 'quantity of each color be massed to- 
gether o? laid out In broad ribbons or 
strips.' which will give a .much more 
brilliant effect than when the colors 
are mixed together. 
. 


IMPORTANCE OF GOOD STOCK. 


Why is it that so many of those who 


start or undertake to establish . them- 
selves in the thoroughbred poultry 
'business undertake it with 
inferior 


;stock? 
They are .certainly laboring 


under a great mistake. ;Ii'is out'., of 
the question to breed fine, stock from 
ordinary- fowls. Indeed; It is a .waste 
of. time and 'money to undertake .it 
In starting, one can .not be too careful 
as to the -foundation he is laying,, for 
on this depends his .future success or 
failure. 
If one starts with, poor stock 


he ma\ work for years and then have 
the s-ame as like begets like, of course 
ho may improve them to a. certain ex 
tent, but it will bo slow business 
Good stock should; be purchased from 
some reliable breeder, which, is the 
first step toward, success.

leges. but they ara as practical and 
as valuable as the medical college i«- 
to the -joung physician, or the law 
school to the young lawyer.

there are some exceptions to this rule. 
Shrubs as a rule should have their 
heaviest- pruning during the month. 
of July and August, wTiicn Is merely 
•hortenlng xhe season's growth and 
making the bush more shapely. In 
fruit trees -we have found. September 
after-growth had ceased and the ter- 
mlnal .-buds. -were -well .n?atured.,tojie 
a good time to do this -work. Tet "we 
would not advise the cutting off of 
any large limbs, but only small limbs 
that can be removed irith 


ELEAGNUS ANGUSTIFOLIA 
(RUS- 


SIAN OLIVE). 


We have an Inquiry from one of our 


subscribers as follows: "I puclose you 
some bloom and li?aves of a tree on 
my lawn. 
It attracts prreat attention 


during the month of June and July. 
Would you please tell me the name of 
it, and "what value lias it outside of 
an ornamental tree?" 


In reply to our inquirer will say that 


the variety, as named above, is one 
of our most beautiful ornamental trees 
when planted as single specimens on 
the lawn. It is perfectly hardy and 
will stand cold as low as 25 to 30 de- 
grees below zero without Injurj". 


It was Introduced many years ago 


by the Russian Monnonltcs, about the 
year 1S35. They used it largely for 
hedging and windbreaks, as it was 
found well adapted to arid conditions 
such as they found -in the Northwest 
We know of no tree that will stand 
drouth as well ns this variety. 


We know of a great many specimens 


of this tree scattered over Iowa. We 
have one beautiful specimen In our 
grounds, some thirty feet high. The 
blossoms are yellow, small and incon- 
spicuous; the silvery under-surface of 
the leaf gives it an airy appearance 
that Is most pleasing. It is easily 
propagated from seed. As a commer- 
cial timber It will never be valuable, 
but always have a place on tho list 
of our best ornamental large shrubs 
or trees. Why It is called Russian 
olive, I do not know, as it is notion 
edible fruit. 


If you are cutting corn with a corn 


binder use the bundle carrier. If you 
think at first that you have your 
bands full driving tho horses, swing- 
Ing the whipe and working the levers, 
remember that it Is not your hands 
but your foot that works ttoe bundle 
carrier, and that It Is more a matter 
of head than hands that keeps every- 
thing going. To begin with, don't try 
to carry more than two bundles and 
drop as the kicker starts to knock off 
the third. II you try hard and have a 
clear head you will eventually master 
the difficulty. If from past experience 
you think It doesn't pay to use a bun- 
dle carrier you either have a poor one 
or have not tried hard enough lo make 
a success of It. Better let one of the 
boys or the hired man try it while yon 
carry some of tho scattered bundles 
together by hand and get converted 
to the value of a bundle carrier on a 
corn binder. 


THE CHERRY SLUG. 


A little turpentine given occasion- 


ally In the. Blop la an excellent pre- 
Tentlve ol disease among STria*. 


We have just been in one of our 


neighbors' cherry orchards where the 
cherry trees were well ladendd with a 
late variety, but the tree completely 
defoliated and the cherries on the tree 
were not near ripe. The owner of the 
orchard thought that the trees were 
diseased In some way and had lost 
their leaves, but we soon showed that 
it was the effects of the cherry slug. 
By hunting In the grass wo found 
many of them, which much resemble a 
small snail. These worms are raven- 
ous eaters and It takes them but a few 
days to completely destroy and eat up 
the fleshy tissue of the leaf. The rem- 
edy for this evil is to spray the trees 
early in the season with Paris green 
or some other arsenite poison. If used 
as a liquid, 5 ounces. of the poison 
mixed with about 10 ounces of lime 
with 50 gallons of water is the proper 
solution to kill them. Many growers 
of fruit, are indifferent to the presence 
of this insect for the reason .that it 
does not affect the fruit, but It should 
be borne in mind that the defoliating 
of a tree at this season.of the year is 
very injurious and (lien the cherries 
now on the tree will not ripen up 
properly, for the reason that the leaf 
is gone and the tree cannot perform 
its natural functions in ripening the 
fruit; hence'it will bo sour, rancid, 
and of but little value. 


It pays to give close attention to 


the care of the horse, cleanliness be- 
ing an item which must be particu- 
larly looked after. 
A defective foot 


can ruin a horse about as quickly as 
any blemish. 
It is true that a good 


many feet are 
spoiled by defective 


shoeing, but vastly more by not being 
kept clean. 


SHIPPING PLUMS. 


The" plum crop will be very soon 


going forward to market and those 
who have this fruit for sale will be 
wondering again wiat package to use. 
The markets seem to be peculiarly 
undecided with .regard to the plum 
package. 
They are. sold in almost 


every style known. Where the fruit 
is- to be shipped; any considerable dis- 
tance'we believe that the six basket 
Georgia peach carrier .or the old straw- 
berry crate with quart boxes Is the 
best 
For local market the plum can 


be handled very nicely In the old 
Jersey'peach basket and where-the 
fruit Is delivered directly^to the cus- 
tomer the 16-quart basket will answer. 
We are confident that if greater pains 
were-taken in selecting the. fruit and 
-shipping'them in small packages, that 
they would command a better market 
price. 


Clover lay contains about twenty 


times as much .lime as corn. This 
makes It a valuable food for poultry 
in late fall or parly winter. The. sec- 
ond crop of-clover Is considered bet- 
ter than the hrst, although tie first 
is good.

S=.n<! is no substitute for gravel, and 


the mixing of sand in the food is use- 
less. When coarse grit is swallowed 
by the fovl it is voided before It be- 
comes as fine as sand. Gilt provides 
the mechanical appliances for grinding 
the food m tie gizzard It .really cuts 
the food, hence the sharper the -edges 
the more it is preferred by poultry.; 
When the grit becomes worn. -until, 
round and smooth It Is passed on as 
useless In using grit, therefore, en- 
deavor to secure-that which is;hard 
and sharp. Sand Is otTno value.-what- 
ever as grit.

Ouo 
of the greatest Inconsistencies of the 
Western farmers Is the thousands of 
tons of straw going to waste, and the 
slock lying all winter in their illtb. 


PREPARING THE WHEAT FIELD, 


At this time of year farmers arc 


plowing for fall wheat or preparing to 
do so. The ground Is perhaps a little. 
hard at this time for the plow to do 
good work, but the rains that havo 
fallen should go far to preparing tho 
land for the operation. 
It makes it 


vast deal of. difference about the con- 
dition of the land as lo the paso of 
plowing, and it will pay every farmer 
to take advantage of the conditions 
when they arc right. 
The saving tn 


the horses Is no small factor. When 
the ground is In right condition for 
the best work to be dono the moisture 
In it is sufficient to make it easy to 
cut, but not enough to .make it stick 
to the plow. 


That the seed bed should bo well 


prepared is the consensus of opinion 
among all cultivators. Pulverization 
is necessary if the soil is to be made 
capable of giving 
the beat returns. 


Poor plowing and poor preparation 
generally is responsible for much of 
the shortage In the wheat crops. H 
Is evident that If Hie land be left in 
clods the-soll in the clod will not be 
reached by the air, and the elabora- 
tion of plant food will not go on so 
rapidly as will be the case where tbe 
whole is broken to picccx. 'Even if 
tho roots of the wheat plant succeed 
In penetrating the clods tho amount 
of food found therein will be less than 
in other and better prepared soil. 


Those who have currants of a va- 


riety that they desire to multiply will 
find that cuttings planted early in the 
fall and mulched heavily as soon as 
planted will enable them to get a largo 
quantity of good plants from a small 
number of bushes. 
In rich ground 


strong growing varieties will some- 
limes make a growth of tv,-o feet and 
over the flrst spasou as the Ued Dutch 
has done with us this year. 


CARE OF STRAWBERRIES. 


Strawberries require a rich soil. 


Probably the -best fertilizer I", well- 
rotted manure. 
This should be ap- 


plied in the fall before tbo ground is 
plowed. 
Plow before cold weather 


and give the land no further treat- 
ment until it., can be worked In the 
spring. Then thoroughly pulverize and 
mark out the ground In rows four feet 
apart, setting the plants one foot apart 
in the rows. 
About every third or 


fourth row use a pollen producing va- 
riety. Begin cultivation .nt once and 
keep it up throughout the season. It 
the matted row system is desired, al- 
low the rows to become about two or 
three feet wide, then with a cultiva- 
tor prevent them from spreading any 
further. 


The young plants will need hoeing 


the first year. Keep the weeds out 
by pulling by hand, if necessary. If 
the soil needs, more fertility than Is 
supplied by the barnyard manure, 3UO 
or 400 pounds of nitrate ol soda ap- 
plied in the spring after tlie first cul- 
tivation will be of great benefit. It is 
a quick-acting fertilizer, and should 
not be put on until the plants are 
ready. 


It Is only the amount of food given 


in excess of that which Is necessary 
to maintain the animal heat and re- 
place the waste of the .muscular tissue 
that can possibly be a. source of profit, 
and therefore, the more.we can induce 
a.cow to eat above this, within safe 
limits, the larger the margin of profit 
will be.

TENT CATERPILLAR. 


.At this season of the rear the .tent 
caterpillar. Is getting in his work and 
setting ready to lay eggs ready for tho 
next year's brood. We have found the 
best thing to get rid of these Is to 
make a kerosene torch of a little cot- 
ton waste or old rags, . saturate It 
well frith- kerosene and tie It with a.

STABLES IN A TREE. 


Natives of Bahama Islands Find Struc- 


ture Ready Made. 


In tho Bahama Islands there flour- 


ishes a tree the roots of which attain 
to enormous proportions, often reach- 
lug to a height of fifteen or twenty 
feet above the surface of tho earth, 
spreading 
In all 
directions, under- 


ground as well, In order to obtain sus- 
tenance and give support to the trunk 
and branches. 
On the tree grow In- 


numerable balls of silky cotton, pre- 
senting an almost fairy-like appear- 
ance as they glisten In tho sunlight. 
They are 'in great demand for stuff- 
Ing pillows, being soft as down. 
The 


spaces formed by the roots arc often 
quite as large 
as fair-sized 
rooms, 


and, 
If roofed over, one . tree 
would 


form a commodious dwelling place 
for a family; In fact, It would be in- 
finitely superior to the average na- 
tive hut. Holes could be" cu.t in .the 
roots to allow of internal communica 
tion. Up to the present, however, the 
natives have not . utilized them as 
houses, though they:are frequently .iti 
request ns stables for horses.

over $G 000,000 more than all her other 
products of the soil in 1902. and in 
two preceding seasons corn outvalued 
all the other field products, wheat in- 
cluded. 
The fact that Kansas produces more 


wheat than any other state of country 
In the world always causes much ear- 
nest watchfulness and discussion ot 
its acreage, condition, prospects, yield, 
and Quality, nt home and throughout 
the 
grain, 
milling, 
transportation, 


breadstuff, banking, and commercial 
centers of civilization. This would 
naturally 
persuade 
those .without 


knowledge of the facts to suppose that 
wheat is by far the state's main and 
foremost crop; yet compared in im- 
portance and value with 
her 
corn, 


wheat is a side issue, and but one ol 
various secondary items the worth of 
which must be aggregated to even ap- 
proach the value of corn. 


Great as the.wheat crop's have been, 


for twenty-five of tho forty-three years 


l of which there Is record, statistics re- 


veal that the aggregate value of the 


' corn crop was more than double that 


of the combined yields of winter and 
spring wheat,, and in but few years has 
the value of the wheat crop approach- 
ed or surpassed that\ of tho same 
year's corn: 
The value of the ^corn 


alone'in each of fifteen years of the 
last twenty has been greater than that 
of all other field crops together, wheat 
omitted, and in only one year (1901)-of 
the. last decade 'did corn fail to out- 
value the same crops.
